PRUSSIAN  LITURGY. 

In  our  last  jn'.’aer  up  ler  tlic  E  litorial  licad, 
v;e  gave  the  preface  to  the  I’russian  Liturgy, 
ncconipanied  by  some  reinarks.  We  shall  now 
proceed  to  give  the  entire  Liturgy,  as  it  is  found 
in  the  Ajui’  number  of  tlie  Cliri.stian  Guardian, 
and  under  our  Edilori.al  licad  of  next  week,  we 
shall  make  some  remarks  upon  it. 

After  the  prelace  is  some  general 
directions :  one  of  wliich  is,  that  “  Di¬ 
vine  service  on  Sundays  and  holy-tlays 
is  never  to  occupy  more  lime  than  an 
lioui  ;’*  half  of  wliich  is  estimated  for 
the  liturgy  and  singing,  and  the  other 
half  allotted  for  the  sermon.  It  is,  how¬ 
ever.  kindly  intimated,  in  a  marginal 
note,  that  “  the  time  may  be  prolonged, 
if  a  longer  hymn  should  meet  the  wishes 
of  the  congregation  ;”  and  I  suppose  no 
one  else  would  be  found  to  complain,  if 
tliPt/  should  he  occasionally  disposed  to 
extend  an  equal  indulgence  to  the 
preacher. — A  rubric  next  prescribes 
that  the  service  shall  commence  with
